Power com ­ 
pany officials said the wire ap­ 
parently swung against a pole 
until it broke, cutting off elec­ 
tricity in one-third of Jasper 
County The power' was out for 
two hours early this morning. 
The National Weather Service 
said the twister was visible on 
radar and issued a warning for

CINCINNATI <AP) - Atlanta 
outfielder Hank Aaron didn’t 
think there was “much signifi­ 
cance” to breaking

Ruth record for hitting

ball club. 
“The 714 mark to tie and the 
715 to beat” Ruth’s lifetime 
home rim record “are still the 
big numbers for me,” said Aa­ 
ron. 
His 
two 
home 
runs, 
one 
coming in 10th inning to beat 
the Cincinnati Reds 4-3, were 
his 660th and 661st, and 21 and 
22 for the season. 
Ruth’s lifetime record with 
toe New York Yankees was 659. 
“It’s been a long dry spell for 
me,” said Aaron, who hadn’t 
hit a home run since July 19. “I 
haven’t been hitting good,” he 
said blaming it on the hot 
weather. Aaron felt the cooler 
weather Sunday helped him. 
"I’m not swinging harder in­ 
tentionally,” 
he 
said of his 
drive for the record but admit­ 


ted “I guess unconsciously I do, 
and that's one reason I get 
more slumps.” 
Braves manager Lumen Har­ 
ris, pleased by the performance 
that ended a seven game losing 
streak including three to toe 
Reds, said “It’s really been a 
struggle, but we finally won 
one. 
“There’s no way you can 
keep throwing those fast balls 
past Hank,” said Harris. Don 
Gullett had tried it in the tenth. 
“What can you say about 
Hank that hasn’t been printed a 
thousand or more times al­ 
ready,” Harris asked newsmen. 
“But I sure would like to see 
him hit 13 to 14 more this year. 
That would leave Mm with only 
about 40 for the record.”

Becoming a Christian does not solve 
all of our problems, but still there is no 
problem lurking in the heart of human­ 
ity but what Jesus Christ is more than 
adequate for. Knowing how to relate our 
Christian faith to our multitude of prob­ 
lems is not always an easy thing. 
Part of our answer to 
all- 
important problem is in realising that 
the 
Holy Spirit, Who is the Spirit of 
Christ, resides in us as our Comforter 
and Guide. As the Administrator of grace 
and the Comforter of the believer, the 
Holy Spirit is our sponsor for growth in 
grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. But even here, 
for those who seek the Spirit-filled life 
and who strive to please Christ in all 
things, there are some peculiar problems. 
There is first the problem of distin­ 
guishing between the Holy Spirit Himself 
and our own humanity.

the groups because they wanted 
to take part in the communal 
life style. 
All the couples had been le­ 
gally m arried in the past year, 
but none had a wedding cere­ 
mony.

“ These kids shared their hell 
with the com m unity when they 
were going off drugs,” said one 
Synanon 
resident.

want to share their happiness.”

The party presidential nomi­ 
nee, U.S. Rep. John G. Schmitz 
of California, says he does not. 
expect to receive the endorse­ 
ment of Wallace, who founded 
the party for his 1968 third-par­ 
ty try for the presidency. 
Schmitz's

for 
vice 
president, 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
Anderson, a Tennessee weekly 
newspaper 
editor 
and, like 
Schmitz, a member of the John 
Birch Society, was nominated 
at the conclusion of the con­ 
vention Saturday. 
Schmitz said the party would 
be on the ballots of at least 35' 
states in November. William K. 
Shearer, a 
party leader from 
California, 
said 
there 
would 
have to be immediate “judicial 
challenges’’ in states where the 
party ticket was being threat­ 
ened with exclusion from the 
ballot. 
Compounding Schmit’s task is 
the apparent dislike of some 
American, party followers for 
the ultraright-wing John Birch 
Society. 
Indiana’s 
delegation 
repeatedly 
indicated 
its dis­ 
pleasure 
with 
“ having 
two 
Birchers on the ticket.” 
S o m e 
Illinois 
delegates 
walked out of the convention to 
protest the party link with the 
society. 
Party Chairman T. Coleman 


Andrews Jr. said the success of 
the campaign would be deter­ 
mined by how vigorously each 
state party organization worked 
for the ticket. “We have to rajy 
on 
our various 
state organ­ 
izations,” he said. 
However, the biggest question 
appears to be whether the par­ 
ty 
can 
get 
along 
without 
George Wallace. Andrews de­ 
scribed the loss of Wallace, 
who 
refused 
the 
presidential 
nomination 
for 
medical 
rea­ 
sons, as “ both good and bad1"1 
for the party. 
He said it is bad in that Wal­ 
lace, a nationally known figure 
with a large, loyal following, is 
no longer the party’s passport 
to campaign funds, instant na­ 
tional attention and thousands 
of votes. 
But Andrews said Wallace’a 
departure as the party stand­ 
ard bearer is good in that it 
forces the party to forge “a 
philosophical identity 
Andrews said the main objec­ 
tive for the party is “to provide 
a vehicle and a foundation for 
the fundamental principles the 
party stands for.”

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Shriver, Picked For 2nd Spot, 
Was Well Down McGovern’s List 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sar­ 
gent Shriver, who waited eager­ 
ly in the wings for everybody 
else to say no, was George 
McGovern's DacKstop running- 
mate for several days before he 
was invited to join the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. 
Aides and personal friends of 
Shriver were told that if Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie didn't want 
to run for vice president the job 
would fall to Shriver. 
‘ ‘ T h e r e ’ s 
still 
light,” 
McGovern’s 
national 
political 
director, 
Frank 
Mankiewicz. 
advised Shriver operatives Fri­ 
day night. He had word that 
Muskie 
just 
might 
decline. 
“ We’re trying to move it from 
Kennebunk 
Port to 
Hyannis 
Port,” he said. 
Muskie returned to Kenne­ 
bunk to discuss the offer with 
his wife, Jane. He delivered his 
turndown Saturday morning. 
Shriver, a youthful looking 56, 
was vacationing at the Kennedy 
compound 
in 
Massachusetts 
and was playing tennis when 
McGovern placed a telephone 
call to welcome him aboard. 
The presidential nominee got 
a busy signal. 
The connection was made a 
few minutes later, at 1:50 a.m. 


Shriver said “yes” and then 
went off sailing. 
Later. Shriver disclosed that 
he 
had talked to McGovern 
Thursday afternoon. McGovern 
asked him if he would be inter­ 
ested in the job if Muskie de­ 
clined. Shriver said he certain­ 
ly would be. 
Far a group of lawyers and 
congressional 
aides 
pushing 
Shriver’s cause, the second call 
was the perfect climax to a 
fast-moving sequence of events. 
Shriver’s 
name 
was 
well 
down on a list of possible re­ 
placements for Missouri Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton who gave 
up the nomination because of 
controversy over his medical 
history. But the list dwindled 


rapidly as those asked turned 
thumbs down. 
Then Sen. Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey also rejected the vice-presi­ 
dential offer and Shriver’s po­ 
litical supporters realised they 
had a good chance. 
Wednesday 
night, 
Shriver’s 
closest backers met to launch a 
serious campaign for him. 
Last Thursday, when Muskie 
was officially asked to join the 
McGovern 
ticket, Mankiewicz 
informed 
Shriver allies 
that 
there still was a very, very 
strong possibility that Shriver 
could be the ultimate choice. 
Mankiewicz, who was Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy’s press sec­ 
retary, was a leading backer of 
Shriver,

border. 
It was one of the biggest tank 
kills claimed in the four-month- 
old North Vietnamese offensive.

The North Vietnamese 
appeared to be trying to secure

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — 
The Louisville branch of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People 
plans an intensification of its 
“nonbuying campaign” against 
area A & P Food Stores, in­ 
cluding picketing. 


The campaign began in May 
after the NAACP accused the 
food chain of discrimination in 
the hiring and promoting of 
blacks. It has now been extend­ 
ed to Clark and Floyd counties 
in Indiana, an NAACP spokes­ 
man said. 


Two meetings of NAACP offi­ 
cials and A & P representatives 
have been held. 
Roy Rubenstahl. A & P vice 
president, said he felt there had 
been “considerable progress in 
these two meetings and any re­ 
maining differences can be re­ 
solved at a third meeting.” 
But the Rev. W. J. Hodge, ur 
ban program director of the 
NAACP branch, said the contin­ 
ued campaign was “necessary 
because of A & P's failure to re­ 
spond in w’riting to our de­ 
mands, 
which 
have 
been 
spelled out in writing.” 


The branch demands are that 
more blacks be hired and up­ 
graded throughout the company 
operations and that A & P invest 
financially in the black commu­ 
nity. 
Hodge said four or five pick­ 
ets will be stationed at various 
A & P stores beginning Aug. 18 
unless the controversy is re­ 
solved by then. He also said
